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REMARKS 

Claim 8 has been objected to due to informalities. Claim 8 has been amended. 

Claims 1-3, 5-9, 12, 15-16 and 18-19 have been rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as 
unpatentable over Plepys in view of Ohuchi. The rejection is respectfully traversed 

Plepys discloses a flexible circuit board 50 on which an integrated circuit 32 is moTiited 
within a window 54 of the flexible circuit 50 by a flip-chip connection technology (see, col. 5,. Ins. 
24-45). Plepys is not directed to manufacturing an integrated circuit, but rather to a specific cl ip 
carrier, i.e. to the flexible circuit board 50. The flexible circuit 50, however, is not an integral d 
circuit. In Plepys, rather^^ the only disclosed integrated circuit is integrated circuit 32, whose 
manufacturing process is not disclosed. Ohuchi is cited by the Examiner as disclosed a method of 
rewiring to be connected to a semiconductor device, but does not disclose a method of 
manufecturing an integrated circuit. 

Since the recited structure and method are not disclosed by the applied prior art (either 
alone or in combination), claims 1 and 19 are patentable. Claims 2-3, 5-9, 12, 15-16 and 18, 
depending directly or indirectly from claim 1, are similarly patentable. 

Claims 4, 1 0, 1 1 , 1 3, 14 and 1 7 would be allowable if rewritten in independent for o 
include any base and intervening claims. 

In view of the above^ each of the presently pending claims in this application is bel' eved 
to be in inunediate condition for cdlowance. Accordingly, the Examiner is respectfully request to 
withdraw the outstanding rejection of the claims and to pass this application to issue. If it is 
determined that a telephone conference would expedite the prosecution of this £q)plication, the 
Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned at the number given below.
